South Carolina, (9) Maryland, (10) Con- 
Beoticut. (11) Rhode Island, (IS) New 
Hampshire sod (13) Delaware. 

Pennsylvania and Delaware are the 
only ones among the original states 
at the present time holding the ssrae 
relstive rank in population as in 1790 
Pennsylvania is the only one holding 
the same absolute position, being 2d 
now a* in 1790. Delaware is now 46th 
In rank among the present states and 
territories. 

In 1790 Virginia was first among the 
states, and New York 6th. New York 
is now first and Virginia is 7th among 
the original states and 17th smong all 
the states and territories of the union. 

Georgia has made the most notsble 
leap smong the original ststes in the 
matter of rank, being 11th in 1790. and 
4th now smong the original states. 
Another notable fact in this same con 
neetlon Is that In 1790 the population 
of the territory now embraced in the 
state af Maine and the population of 
what is now Vermont, in each case ex- 
ceeded in number the population of 
Georgia. Georgia is still 11th in the 
column of states, as in 1790, and Maine 
has been relegated to 30th place and 
Vermont to 40th. Still another notable 
fact is the rate of Georgia's growth 
in the past 110 years as compared with 
the rate of grow th of the other states.

The record of Mr. Merrlam's life is 
that of a succeejsful business man.

DREAD THE X-RAY. 

Interesting Experiments Snow lhat In. 
sects Are Cunomly Affected. 

Some interesting experiments on 
the effect of the Roentgen rays on 
the lower animals have recently been 
made. A box was made half of wood 
und half of sheet lead. In the wrioden 
half n number of larvae of flic-, be 
beetles and other injects was placed 
and the box was then put in the field 
of the X rays. 

The insect colony at once became 
greatly excited, and after crawling to 
and fro, finally emigrated, to a worm, 
to the leaden "half of the box, where 
the rays could not penetrate. 

The experiment was repeated, says 
the New York Journal, many time 
and always with tlie same result.

with the blind larvae of a cer 
beetle. A number of them was placed 
in an open cigar box, which also con- 
tained a metal box with an opening. 
No sooner were the rays turned on 
than the insects showed signs of dis- 
tress. Their uneasiness increased, 
and in a little while they all sought 
refuge in the metal box. The X rays, 
it should he remembered, easily pene- 
trate wood and most other substances, 
but cannot pass through metal unless 
it is in very thin plate. 

As the larvae in the second experi- 
ment were entirely sightless, their 
perception of the rays must take 
place through the nerves of the skin. 

This assumption is in accordance 
with" the frequently observed fact 
that prolonged exposure to the X 
rays give rise, even in human beings, 
to inflammation of the skin and cause, 
the hair to fall off.
